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HEN a Debate arifes concerning 
any great Point of Government, 
which hath ever been controvert- 
ed before, it is natural for the con- 
tending Parties on both Sides to 
frengthen their refpeétive Argu~ 
ments with the Authorities of 
Thofe, who preceded Them, and 
exhautt all the Learning They can 
find extant on the fame SubjeSt. But in our late Dif- 
putes about Excifes the concurrent Teftimonies of all 
the belt Writers in this Kingdom, ever fince shat Word 
was firft naturalized amongft us, appear on one Side, 
and the m:nifterial Writers have been very much puz- 
zied to find any Authorities in their Favour. They 
have been forced to {pin their main Arguments out of 
their own Brains, and oppofe thofe Cobwebs to the 
ftrong Texture of Locke, Hampden, avd other mafte:ly 
Writers. It hath often moved my Comp fiion to fee 
Them in fuch Diftrefs, and even inclined me to give 
Them an helping Hand. For this Perpofe, I have 
jong had an Intention of pointing out a little Piece 
in the State-Trafs, which I thought might be of Sere 
vice to Them ; but having been hitherto prevented in 
the Execution of fo generous a Defign, I find myfelf, 
in fome Meafure, anticipated by the Author of the ge- 
nuine Thouzhts, who hath enrich’d his Performance with 
feveral Quotations from that Treatife, concerning the 
Method of Taxation in Holland and Venice. 1 wonder, 
indeed, that He fhould conceal the Title, (Ta XES NO 
Cuarce) which would of itfelf do Credit to his Party, 
and ought to be inferted in their Code of political Pa- 
radoxes. It founds very much like the Expreflion of the 
mad Taylor in the Play ; /nip go the Sheers and the Cloth 
is never the foorter. Excifes are a Sort of political 
Sheers, which cut off fomething from every Man’s Pro- 
perty, and yet nobody, according to theje Writers, 3s 
a Sufferer by them. 

This courtly Piece was publifhed foon after the Re- 
volution, and written with a Defign of reconciling the 
People to tho Methods of Taxation, which were 
thought neceflary at that Time. In order to This, the 
Author propofes to thew the Nature, Uje and Benefit of 
Taxes in this Kingdom, and comp re Them with the Im- 
pofition of foreign States; together with their Improve- 
ment of Trades in Time of Wor. 

He hegins with odferving that Tribute, or as We 
mow call it Cultoms, Taxes, Ec. were originally a 





Mark of Servitude, being the Impofitions of Coxguerors) 


on the Conquered; and that the Romans were the firft 
Peovle on Record, who converted thefe barbarous Ex- 
aftions into regular and equal Taxes for the Support of 
civil Government. This, fays He, enabled Them to pay 
their Army and Monifters of Stite fo well, that They 


lay not under the Temptation of Vislence, or Bribery. So} , 


far I agree with Him, and believe no Man will grumble 
at any Taxes, which are neceflary to keep the Peop'e from 
the Ravage of Sorviers, or the worfe Exactions and 
Corruptions of Civit Macistrates. But the Mif- 
fortune is, as He allows Himéelf, that the Romans /oon 
became Artifis in taxing the People; and I with their 
Example had never been copied by fome other Nations, 
in the more ci I:zed Ages of the World! 

The Praétice of Holland and Venice, with Regard to 
Taxes, hath beea fufficiently explain’d in our aft Paper ; 
but there is one Remark on the /atrer, in the Traé& 
now before me, which deferves a little Notice. We 
are told shat the Venetians, befides great Cuffoms upon al! 
Mer:handize pay Excife for every Bit of Bread and Meat ; 
nay, for the very Saut They ert —This Paffage is quoted 
by ‘he Author of the genuine Thoughts; but for what Pur- 
pole, I confefs my felf ata Lofs to guefs. A Tax upon 
Sait, one of the moftneceflary Provificns of Life, is here 
mentioned as the fevereft Impofition, that can be laid on 
any Natjon, and in order to thew how happy the People 
of Enzland «ere, at that Time, in not having any uch 
Tax; but, for God fake, is That our Cafe at prefent ? 
Do We not pay a Duty for every Grain of Sa/t, that 
We ufe, ten Times above the original Valve; and can 
any Man of common Sen‘e. think this Circumftance of 
a tyrannical Ariffocracy (for fo it is) a good Argument 
in Behalf of the late Revival of the Sa/t-Duty, or the 
prefent Scheme for extending Eci/es in this Kingdom ? 
It is notorious that this particular Kind of Tax was 
always efteemed a grievous Impofition, and hath occa- 
fioned terrible Convulfions in feveral Nations. It was 
firk received in France with great Reluétancy. In Na- 

les it work’d up a defperate InfurreétionS and the firit 
a who introduced it amongf the antient Remazs, 
is delivered down to Pofterity under the Name of Sa/i- 
nator; or what may be call'd in Engl the Dry- 
Salter. 


I hall now cite fome other Paffages from this Trea- 


proper to omit. 
In {peaking of the Taxes in France, He diftinguifhes 
between Them and our Englifh Taxes in the following 
Manner. m, 
“© France makes a fair Shew to the People; and yet 
“‘ makes a better Marsec for the King. He impofes 
** Duties under the Pretence of tue Par/iament’s laying 
‘© iton the People; but at the fame Time it is only 
s* the King’s Word, that makes the Ordinance of Par- 
‘* Jiament 5 not as herein England ; where it comes laft 
“* to the King for the royal Affent ; but there the King 
** fends the Parliament Word that He will have fo much 
‘* Money, and all the Favour They can obtain from Him 
is, to place it on /ich Commodities, or Ways, a8 
“ They think moft expedient. 
It appears from hence that the only Advantage We 
enjoy above our Neighbours in France confiils in the 


thofe Affemolies for if the Crown fhould ever gain fuch 
an Afcendency as to controul she Ordinances of Parlia- 
ment, it will be ridiculous in us to boat of any Pre. 
heminence. Nay, We ‘ee thet even the Parliaments of 
France have the Favour 0} raifing.Money for the King 
by fueh Ways and Means as They think molt expedient 
for the Eafe of the People ; and Tisat is all We contend 
for at prefent. 

He porfues this Diftinétion ftill farther, and explains it 
by the following Particulars, which deferve the Attention 
of the Publick at this Time. 

«© The Difference, indeed, is great in the Modus of 
* our Taxes from other Kingdoms, and alfo in the Ue 
* of them. For the M.du: in other Kingdoms, Tuey 
“ generally confider only the Noéi/ity and Gentry; that 
“© Impofitions m.y not touch, or affe&t Them ; and care 
* not how infupportable, or grievous, They are to the 
** Commonalty. But with us the Taxes reach every 
«« Man, in Proportion to his Duality and Expence. 

*¢ In other Kingdm: They place Taxes only to rai/e 
“© Money and have no Regard to the Trade of their 
“ Kingdom, thet fo their Taxes may not prejudice their 
“ Commerce. But in Exz/and Care is always had, that 
‘* Impofitions may not impede our Trade and Manufac- 
‘6 pories. 

“ Now as to the Uje and Employment of Taxes in 
** other Kingdoms ‘Viey al'o differ much from ours. 

“ In fome Kingdoms, They are impofed to enfave 
the Pe-ple, and kee» Them poor, as in Mufeorv. In 
‘“s other Parts, Toxes are lid to enrich the Nobility, as 
in Poland In others, to fill the Coffers of the Prince, 
* as in Florence. 

*© Whereas rone of thefe Ufes take up our Taxes 
* They are with great Care and Caution /zid out, and 
* by the fame Law, that raifes them, appropriates fora 
‘¢ particular Service and laft no \onger upon the People 
« than the Neceffity f the Nation require:. 

What a Bleiling is *t to this Kiigdom that We are fo 
hoppily diftinga:fhed from o her Nations in all thefe Parti 
My relating to the Impofition, Modus, and Use of Taxes ? 
But beore I congrstula*e my Covntry upon this glori- 
ous Condition, let us follow cur Author a little farther ; 
for He now comes to the main Defign of his Difcourfe; 
which is to fhe~ that Taxes are no Charge. 

In the firft Pace, He tells us that the wort Mem- 
bers of the Commonwealth, vim. the extravazant and 
debaue:'d, pay the ereatef? Part of cur Taxes and fo 
far as This is true, [ have no Objection to the Argu- 
mert; but He feems to carry it a little too far in the 
f Nowiny Paffage, which I recommend to the Confide 
rati-n of Tole, who contend for Exeifes, on Account 
of their Equality, and have been pleas'd to cavil at an 
Obfervation, shat Taxes. which are in Reality the mok 
burthenfome to the People, may become almof imper- 
ceptibie, dy deine drawn from Them in /mall Quantities. 

«* Fe will hardly gain Belief, jays this Writer, that 
*« there are many of the meaner People, Labourers and 
“6 Mechanicks, who by their Expence, when They are 
‘* (as too many be) extravagant, pay to the publick 
“ Taxes above one Tenth of their daily Profit ; as, fap 
“ poling that a labouring Man may earn /ixteen Pounds 
* a Year; He will expend, though not very extraor- 
« dinarily pofufe, one half of it in Drink and To- 
** bacco; upon which the Buty of Cuffoms and Excife 
s js, at leait, two Pounds of the eight, which He lays 
“ out in idle Expences Now, it would be vehemently 
«* decry’d and exclaim’2 againf, as the greate/t Oppre/- 
** fion upon the Por imaginable, if by a Poll or Land- 
‘“* Tax this Man, that virtually pays forty Shillings,

** his litt'e Luxury of Beer and Tohacco, prys ten Times 
“as much in the Year, in Proportion to his Income, 
“* as the greate/? Peer. 

He then endeavours to prove from the Circulation 
of Taxes, that They are of great Ufe in the Jmprove- 
ment of Trade, and the Employment of the Poor ; whereas 
if it fhould ever happen that the greateft Part of the 
Money, rais’d upon the People, fhould center ina fiw 
Hands, and be lock’d up in private Coffers, it is demon- 
ftrable that Taxes muft have the contrary Effects, and 
deftroy the Trade of the Nation. 

But as This is the moft curious Part of the whee 
Treatife, I am fure my Readers will be pleas’d with fome 
farther Extraéts from it. 

Having condemn’d all Taxes, which tend to debauch, 
effeminate and impoverifh a Nation, by leflening ite pub- 
lick Stock, or carrying away its People, He proceeds thus. 

“ Now in both Thefe the Trape or Taxes (fot 
fo, feys He, I will call it for the future) hat! che 
Advantages for it carries nothing out of the King- 
dom, nor yet takes off Hands, that wov'd be better 
employ’d s but, on the contrary, takes away the Dit 
eafe of the Country, Jd/ers, and makes Them at leaft 
fo profitable as to fpend Money, which They would 
not beable todo, if the pudlick Revenue were not 
** their Stock. 

The Trade of Taxes is certainly a very prover Fx- 
preffion, and it muft be allowed that it hath lately teen 
the molt flourifbing Trade of any in the Kingdom; for 
if the Reader will only look into che Inpex of Kee- 
ble’s Statutes, He will find 10 lefs thay. t-n or a dozen 
large Columns in Folio, fi''d up with the fingle Article 
of Taxes; and when thofe Colleftions sre continued 
down to the prefent Time. We “all b vc Peston to 
admire the prodigious Abilities of fame Gentlemen, in exe 
tending and improving this Brinch of our Cammerce. 

** The Poor, continues He, are employ d py Taxete 

and 2re by that Means taken off from being a Charge 
to the Kingdom. Many Men of broken Fortunes 
are brought into the Hospitan or tre Raeve- 
sue, which may be fo accounted, fince it is gene- 
rilly fill’d with Perfons, that are reduced to fuch Ne- 
cefliries as qualify Them for Charity. 
What a nob/e Ho/pital is This grown, and how amply 
hath it been endow'd within a few Years paft? I dare 
fay, it contains at prefent above three Times as many 
Penfioners a8 Cheljfea and Greenwich put vogether. ——— 
He yoes on; 

‘* This is one Way, that Taxes employ the Poer; but 
*¢ not the main Thing I mean; which is, that the Trade 
** of Taxes employs the poor Artizans and Mocbanickt» 
“ard That in a greater Meafure than our VIRGINIA 
and Plantation Trane, which We with f little 
** Re.fon fe much boaft of in thefe Kingdoms. 

Methinks, it is very furprizing that none of the Ade 
voca'es for Excifes haveyet intited on thefe Arguwen’s, 
which are fo agreeable to the ‘opirit of their own Wri- 
tings, and {0 excellently calculated to promote their 
Scheme, How gloriovfly might They have’ expatiated 
on the Advantages of a general Excife, by enlarging 
the Ho/jital of the Revenue, and making a Parcel of 
idle Fellows ufeiul to the State, by enabling Them to 
Jpend Money, without any Stock of their own? They 
might likewife have taken an Occafion from hence of res 
moving thofe popular Piejudices, in Favour of our ire 
ginia and Plantation-Trade, which have poffefs'd a great 
many filly People, 2nd recommending the Trade of Taxes 
in the Room of it, as the only teneficial and defireable 
Commerce in this Kingdom.—But, perhaps, They may 
think ther Scheme fo fully jultify'd already, and in fo 
hopeful a Way of Succefs, ‘that it does not fland in 
Need of any farther Support. 

Several other curious Obfervations might be drawn 
from the Tra now before me; but at prefent I fhall 
conclude with one more Paflage fiom it, which feems a 
little inconfifteat with fome of Thofe already cited, and 
contains 100 juft a Remark on the prefent Times, howe 
ever applicable it might be to Thofe, in which it was 
written.

They write fron Scarborough, Feb. 18, that they

She was very defirous to fee 
her Mafter Mr. Carrol, and locked about for him, whom 
fhe acquitted of all Manner of Afperfions or Imputati- 
ons laid on him at her Trial, but confeis’d nothing 
concerning the Murder. 

After the had talked fome Time with the Minifters, 
as fhe was going to be turn’d off fhe fined away, and 
was fome Time before fhe was brought to her Sen: ; 
but being afterwards recovered, after a fhort Stay, fhe 
was executed. 

A Scaffold in Fleet-ftreet broke down, and feveral Per- 
fons had their Legs and Arms broke, and others moft 
terribly bruifed.
